The county may consider filing a writ 
of mandate in Superor Court to test 
constitutionality of the law that permits 
a welfare recipient to be out of the coun­ 
try for periods of up to 11 months and 
entitles them to continued monthly wel­ 
fare payments by the county where they 
are listed as resident. 
The supervisors, aroused at what they 
felt was an “abuse” of the welfare sys­ 


tem, voted Sept. 
2 to terminate county

The Lompoc City Council has asked 
the city’s finance department to give fur­ 
ther study to one aspect of the taxing 
procedure being proposed in an amend­ 
ment to the business license ordinance. 
A suggestion to make a smaller tax 
increase for lower income businesses 
and a larger increase for the higher 
income businesses prompted the coun­ 
cil’s request of the finance department 
during a public hearing on the proposed 
business license ordinance last night dur­ 
ing the council’s regular meeting at City 
Hall. 
The hearing was continued to the coun­ 
c il’s next regular meeting, Oct. 21, 
because of the absence of Councilmen 
Brooks Speight and Richard Jacoby. 
Councilmen Art Scott led a discussion 
to ascertain whether or not the absent 
councilmen would get the opportunity 
to vote on the ordinance if they did not 
attend the public hearing. 
City Attorney Jim Longtin explained 
that the absent councilmen would be able 
to vote if they listened to the tape re­ 
cording of the hearing or carefully stud­ 
ied a complete transcription of the tape. 
Ralph Patey, manager of the Lompoc 
Chamber of Commerce, stated that most 
businessmen appeared to be in favor of 
the new ordinance as long as it was not 
used to increase income to the city but 
merely to eliminate inequities in the 
taxing procedure. 
Patey said, however, that Arne Kam- 
meier of the Businessman’s Retail As­ 
sociation suggested a smaller increase 
for the low income businesses at the 
bottom of the graduated rate scale. 
For example, he said instead of jump­ 
ing from the minimum of $30 for busines­ 
ses grossing under $50,000 to $60 for 
businesses grossing up to $100,000, 
the tax increase should only be $20 — 
to $50 for those grossing $100,000. 
Patey said Kammeier’s suggestion was 


that the higher income businesses at 
the top of the graduated scale, could 
make up the difference. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton point­ 
ed out there are many more small 
businesses in the city than large busi­ 
nesses and the smaller increase in the 
tax rate could result in the loss of 
“two or three thousand dollars.” 
The council decided to have the fin­ 
ance department study that aspect of 
the suggestion for a report when the hear­ 
ing is continued. 
City Attorney Jim Longtin explained 
the basic proposals in the new ordinance 
and appeared to adequately answer all 
questions and a few complaints brought 
up by t*e 14 persons who attended the 
hearing.

in service club probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate inves­ 
tigation was told today that Sgt. Maj. 
William Wooldridge and his Army col­ 
leagues set up a special corporation to 
boost their alleged rakeoff from enlisted 
men’s service clubs in Vietnam. 
Carmine Bellino, an accountant for the 
Senate 
Investigations 
Subcommittee, 
said the firm was an instant profitmak- 
er, selling goods to service clubs man­ 
aged by the same sergeants who con­ 
trolled the corporation. 
Bellino said the company took in $1.2 
million in its first 11 months of opera­ 
tion, with 87 per cent of the business 
coming from a so-called consortium of 
service clubs managed by two of the ser­ 
geant stockholders and a third sergeant 
who was close to the company. 
Bellino said the profit on the $1.2 
million was $131,761, a return of more 
than 10 per cent. 
“ It was a self-dealing corporation,” 
Bellino said. 
He reported the sergeants told serv­ 
ice club suppliers “if they wanted to do 
business with the clubs they had to do it 
through Maredem and pay them a com­ 
mission or a share of the profits.” 
The subcommittee is in its second 
week of hearings on the alleged service 
clubs scandal. 


The firm is called Maredem Co. Sub­ 
committee spokesman said its name was 
romantically contrived from the first 
names of the sergeants’ wives, and its 
business kept growing until the Army 
blacklisted it from the club business 
this year. 
Wooldridge and the other sergeants 
were accused in previous testimony of 
picketing hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars from service clubs, which are sup­ 
ported by money GIs spend for food, 
drink and entertainment. Witnesses said 
the sergeants rigged slot machines and 
“ skimmed” their proceeds, embezzled 
thousands, 
took liquor by the case and 
grabbed 
kickbacks from entertainment 
bookers and suppliers of goods.

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Top GOP leadership joins 
opposition to Haynsworth 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Both the second 
and 
third 
ranking Senate Republicans 
today joined growing opposition to Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s choice 
of Clement F. 
Haynsworth for the Supreme Court. 
Despite the adverse developments, the 
White House said at noontime that Pres­ 
ident Nixon still stands by his nomina­ 
tion of Haynsworth and is confident he 
will be confirmed by the Senate. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, 
the GOP 
whip and No. 2 ranking Re­ 
publican, 
issued a statement describ­ 
ing the selection as an “unfortunate mis­ 
take” and saying it would be a mistake 
for the Senate to confirm the nomina­ 
tion. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of Maine 
took the floor soon afterward to say: 
“ This nomination will not restore con­ 
fidence in the Supreme Court.” She is 
deputy GOP whip. 
Especially damaging to the Adminis­ 
tration cause was the opposition of Grif­ 
fin, whom the Republicans 
installed 
on the Senate Judiciary Committee only 
recently in hopes of gaining support 
for sending the nomination to the floor. 
Mrs. Smith — who went along with 
Griffin last year in opposition to the 
nomination of now-resigned Abe Fortas 
to be Chief Justice — said Haynsworth 
had questioned his own judgment in hav­ 
ing 
financial 
dealings with litigants 
before the 4th Circuit Court of Appeals 
of which he is chief judge. 
“The relationship of judges and judg­ 
ment is inseparable,” she said. “A Su­ 
preme Court Justice should have impec­ 
cable judgment.” 
The developments 
came as the Judi­ 
ciary Committee 
called off then re­ 
scheduled for 
Thursday a closed hear­ 
ing on the nomination. 
Griffin 
said he disagreed with the 
theory that a presidential appointment 
to the Court should be confirmed by the 
Senate unless the nominee is outright 
unfit. 
Haynsworth has been accused of con­ 
flict of interest by critics, owing to his 
ownership of stock in firms involved in 
litigation before the 4th Circuit Court of 
Appeals, of which he currently is chief 
judge. 
Haynsworth has promised to put 
all his stock holdings in unreachable 
trust. 
But Griffin apparently was not 
swayed by this. “ The nine men who sit on 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
must be examples to the rest of the judi­ 
ciary,” Griffin said. “The fact that 
Judge Haynsworth is willing now to con­ 
duct himself differently in the future is 
not a sufficient answer.”

Intercept doubles cost 
of marijuana in areas 
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Governor 
S,DE clances By 0,11 f°x 
frustrated 
on economy 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan told a group of 
the nation’s accountants today 
the federal government-parti­ 
cularly in welfare—was frus­ 
trating 
his efforts to bring 
economy toCalifornia’sgovern­ 
ment. 
JBut the governor said his 
cost-cutting 
remedies 
within 
state government down to the 
paper 
clip 
and 
typewriter 
ribbon level were saving the 
taxpayers money. 
In remarks prepared for the 
convention 
of 
the 
National 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants, Reagan said wel­ 
fare and medical expenditures 
continue to soar in California 
because of federal regulations 
and court decisions, including 
the no-residency requirement 
for recipients. 
During the first two years of 
his 
administration, 
Reagan 
said, “ our monthly costs for 
welfare have soared from $125 
million to $170 million. The 
projections 
are 
even 
more 
frightening." He said welfare 
recipients, who made up7.3 per 
cent of the state’s population 
when he took office, now total 
9.1 per cent. 
“ The 
year 
before 
last, 
California was spending $1.9 
billion on social welfare and 
medical aid. . .The projected 
costs for those programs for 
this year is $2.6 billion. The 
fact that it includes federal, 
state 
and 
local 
programs 
doesn’t change the picture—it’s 
all taxpayer money,” Reagan 
said. 
The republican chief execu­ 
tive 
said 
“ not 
all 
of the 
problem can be solved at the 
state level,” but added he saw 
“ a light on the horizon.” 
“ President Nixon has called 
for a new approach to welfare. 
The key is the provision that 
able-bodied welfare recipients 
who refuse to work or refuse 
job training lose their welfare. 
“ Well, we agree with the 
president,” Reagan said. “ For 
years we have been trying to to 
get similar legislation out here 
in California.” 
The governor said antipoverty 
job 
training 
programs 
had 
failed because trainees could 
v e t m o re o n ta x -fre e welfare 
payments 
than in take-home 
pay. 
“ There was a time when 
welfare meant that we should 
provide food and shelter until 
the unfortunate individual could 
get back on his feet,” he said. 
“ Now we must provide televi­ 
sion 
and 
automobiles 
and 
Easter wardrobes and credit 
ratings-why 
should 
he 
get 
back on his feet°” 
In 
his 
wide-ranging talk, 
Reagan detailed economies he 
put into effect-many at the 
suggestion of his businessmen’s 
task force on cost control and 
efficiency.

rounds. 
Of course, the little beggars 
are liable to sneak into the 
television room and have their 
lives irreparably ruined.

$300 damage to the car. At the 
same time, she may also have 
$300 worth of groceries in the 
car. 
But that doesn’t necessarily 
mean the car is badly damaged 
or is overloaded. All it takes is 
a couple of dents in one case 
and a couple of paper bags in 
the other. 
What is more, a wife doesn't 
necessarily have to be going 3 
miles an nour in order to rack 
up $300 worth of damage. She 
can easily damage the car that 
much standing still. 
The most common types of 
accidents on supermarket park­ 
ing lots are collisions between 
automobiles and shopping carts. 
In an accident of that sort, the 
automobile almost invariably 
gets the worst of it. 
When a wife backs out of her 
parking space and backs into a 
shopping cart, she will be lucky 
to get away with a $300 repair 
bill. If any of the groceries are 
damaged, the collision may cost 
thousands of dollars. 
2. Low-speed accidents are 
gobbling up the majority of the 
nation’s auto repair dollars for 
one clear and simple reason: 
Anytime you have a high-speed 
accident, the auto usually is 
damaged beyond repair. 
3. There are a number of 
antidamage devices and designs 
that could protect against high 
repair 
bills 
and 
insurance 
costs. 
One sure way to cut out a lot 
of damage would be to pad all 
posts, railings and curbs in 
supermarket parking lots with 
foam 
rubber. 
Damage also 
could be reduced by banning 
shopping carts from the lots. 
Banning shopping carts from 
the lots would not completely 
eliminate 
collision 
between 
the carts and autos. But it would 
limit such collisions to those 
that take place inside the store. 


Traffic accident 
victim survey 


How many people have been 
saved from death or serious in­ 
jury by automobile safety belts? 
Any California resident who has 
been involved in a traffic col­ 
lision while wearing a safety 
belt or harness is urged to 
write to Sacramento and tell 
about his experience. 
Director of Traffic Safety 
Verne Orr, also Director of Mo­ 
tor Vehicles, says that all such 
letters should reach him in Sac­ 
ramento on or before Oct. 15 
the day before the Governor’s 
Traffic Safety Conference con­ 
venes there. 
“ This is not a scientific sur­ 
vey,” Orr emphasized. “Scien­ 
tific studies have proved be­ 
yond question the effectiveness 
of safety belts in preventing 
death and injury. We want to 
know how widely this effective­ 
ness has been experienced.” 
He said the letters would be 
used for no other purpose than 
to establish a cross-section of 
public opinion on safety belts, 
and if possible report this opin­ 
ion to safety conference dele­ 
gates.

Highway 1 to be closed 
for emergency repairs 


An active rock slide and a 
bridge weakened by last win­ 
ter’s rains spell sad news for 
southern Monterey coast resi­ 
dents and tourists. 
Highway One will be closed to 
through traffic on two occasions 
between early October and mid- 
December according to R.E. 
Alderman, 
District 
Mainten­ 
ance Engineer for the Division 
of Highways. 
Each closure will last from 
two to three weeks while regu­ 
lar 
maintenance 
forces aug­ 
mented by emergency day la­ 
bor correct two critical highway 
problems along the southerly 
Monterey coast. Division engin­ 
eers report that either or both 
conditions could precipitate 
a 
winter-long closure 
if early 
rains hit the area before repairs 
are effected. 
The slide, 
located 
just 
south of Lime Kiln Creek (ab­ 
out 37 miles north of 
San 
Simeon) has been sporadically 
active for years. The extrem­ 
ely heavy rains last winter 
have 
stimulated 
nearly con- 
stand movement to the point 
where maintenance crews have 
been hard pressed to keep the 
road open during the height of 
the tourist season. Large-scale 
remedial work must be done 
before further rainfall provokes 
slides of possibly catastrophic 
proportions. 
The other problem is about 
12 miles further south at Mud 
Creek where a damaged bridge 
must be replaced before 
the 
up-coming rainy season. 
Work at the two locations 
will be coordinated so that the 
road will be closed at only one 
location at a time. Although 
this will delay through traffic 


for a longer period, it is nec­ 
essary in order to provide ac­ 
cess to the area between the 
two locations. 


Residents along the 12-mile 
intervening segment of Route 
1 will be notified before clos­ 
ures are made. Signs warning 
motorists of the closures will 
be posted just northerly of San 
Carpojo Creek and just south 
of Big Sur. All travel agencies 
will be advised beforehand.

New cars and cars first reg­ 
istered in California will com­ 
mence to carry the new gold-on- 
blue 
California auto license 
plates with three numbers pre­ 
ceding three letters on Oct. 6, 
Director of 
Motor Vehicles 
Verne Orr announced today. 
The planned reversal of num­ 
bers and letters on auto plates, 
with a simultaneous change in 
color scheme, was announced 
several months ago. It comes 
about because the state has all 
but run out of the three-letter, 
three - number combinations 
which made possible 15.35 mil­ 
lion different sets of plates 
since the system was introduc­ 
ed in 1956. 
Orr emphasized that there 
will not be a general statewide 
issue of new license plates. 
The 
yellow-and-black plates 
now on vehicles are consider­ 
ed by the Department to be 
permanent plates and there are 
no plans to exchange them this 
year or in any future year for 
gold-on-blue plates. 
In fact, Orr said, DMV will 
not 
even issue 
gold-on-blue 
plates to motorists who lose 


their present plates. Instead, 
at least for the next six months, 
any motorist losing his plates 
or bringing in a damaged set 
for replacement will receive 
the same type of black-and-yel- 
low plates which are now seen 
on all California vehicles. 
“ Millions of registration re­ 
newal notices —all showing cur­ 
rent license plate numbers — 
will be going into the mail soon. 
If thousands of people bought 
new license plates during an­ 
nual 
renewal merely for the 
sake 
of 
change, the public 
could become the victim of a 
massive logjam of paperwork 
and correspondence,” he warn­ 
ed. 


More than 1.5 million sets of 
passenger car plates are issued 
each year. With 9.5 million 
autos 
on California highways 
now and 12 million expected by 
1976, seven or eight years may 
elapse before the bulk of Cali­ 
fornia automobiles are carry­ 
ing the new design. 
During 1970-71, trucks, trail­ 
ers and motorcyles will begin 
switching to the new colors

Preservation takes 
a modern approach 


Footsteps in the sands of time have 
become microfilm in granite caves. At 
least it is so for the Utah Genealogical 
Society of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints. The Utah Genealo­ 
gical Library is the largest in the world. 
Playing host this summer to the World 
Conference on Records and Seminar on 
Genealogy, in Salt Lake City, the society 
conducted tours through their Cottonwood 
Canyon vault where huge tunnels have 
been cut deep in the granite mountain­ 
side to house millions of rolls of micro­ 
film collected from all over the world. 
Two huge nine ton doors guard the 57 
degree temperature rooms, and auto­ 
matically close in the event of a holo­ 
caust outside. 
Recently appointed as head librarian 
for the new Lompoc Branch of the Utah 
Genealogical Society was Wayne G. Har­ 
ris, 1304 W. Prune Ave.

Deep in the Utah cave, collected from 
throughout the world, is microfilm cur­ 
rently exceeding 600,000 on hundred foot 
rolls and averaging 1,000 exposures per 
roll. In layman’s terms, this means that 
about 3 million 300 page books of geneal­ 
ogical material have been microfilmed. 
About 
90,000 
books 
of eenealoedcal 
importance have also been collected. 
Of access to persons in the Lompoc, 
Santa Maria and Solvang area now through 
the library’s Lompoc branch is this ma­ 
terial. Four reading machines will also 
be available with additional reference 
books for use of the general public. 
The library should prove invaluable 
to the local Historical Society, says Har­ 
ris, and a definite aid to the community. 
Coming to Lompoc Oct. 15 to inspect 
and certify the branch library will be 
Mel Olsen, supervisor of branch library 
circulation, Department of Genealogical 
Society, Salt Lake City, Utah.

But while Agee is one of 
the Mets’ top two hitters (Cleon 
Jones is the other), Blair is just 
one of a quartet of top Oriole 
hitters. 
The

also has

and Brooks Robinson. 
So that’s why the oddsma- 


kers,

the 
Baltimore Colts by 17 points 
over the New York Jets, list 
the Orioles an 8-5 favorite to 
win the series which starts 
Saturday at Baltimore Memor­ 
ial Stadium. 
But since the games aren’t 
played on paper and everything 
is going for them on the field 
these days, the Mets—who will 
work out at Shea Stadium on 
Wednesday before leaving for 
Baltimore on Thursday—aren’t 
worried about the odds. 
The Mets are still a light- 
hitting club but they have hit 
enough to win 103 games. So, if 
you're 
looking at things on 
paper, there is one key statistic 
for the Mets. 
Eleven different players have 
seen action in 100 or more 
games this season and a 12th, 
Donn Clendennon, played in 72 
but joined the club after the

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Do we beget violence? 


Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Talks await peace 


This is National Newspaper Week and a perfect time to an­ 
swer a good question posed of our profession: Do news media 
beget violence? 
During the past year which was scarred by assassinations, 
college campus turmoil and slum riots, some Americans rais* 
ed this age-old question — do the news media in their efforts 
to report violence, actually instigate it? 
The question cannot be answered flatly. Science can measure 
water pressure, wind velocity and other phenomena, but it finds 
the causes of human behavior elusive. We can, however, spec­ 
ulate. 
For the sake of argument, let’s assume that all information 
is potentially provocative, that it can arouse, sometimes en­ 
rage. Even so, does it really make sense to suggest that ig­ 
norance is bliss, that tranquility would reign if the news media 
would only pretend that no assassins stalked the land, that all 
slum dwellers were happy, that all college students were doc­ 
ile? Long before the printing press or the television tube, his­ 
tory was laced with violence — political murders, peasant 
uprisings, slave rebellions. Surely the human yearning for 
liberty and justice is not some synthetic emotion manufac­ 
tured by mass media. 


The truth is that there is no safety in ignoring human dis­ 
order and turmoil. Rather than curbing violence, ahead-in-the- 
sand approach would ultimately intensify it. The people, frus­ 
trated would be denied an outlet to air their grievances. Whole 
cities would be condemned to a dangerous diet of rumor or be 
lulled into complacency. When trouble finally exploded, a stun­ 
ned populace would cry: “ Why didn’t someone tell us this was 
going to happen?” 
The news media, of course, have a heavy reponsibility. 
Newspaper reporters and, particularly, television cameramen 
must be as unobtrusive as possible, so crowds won’t “ put on 
a show.” Editors must strive mightily for fair, balanced 
news display, so reality is revealed with minimum distortion. 
Sometimes mistakes occur and the press may inflame more 
than it informs. Yet the consequences are small measured 
against the toll taken by a partial or total news blackout. 
An ancient king, so the story goes, would behead the bear­ 
er of bad tidings. Although a handy wav to vent regal wrath 
it did not make the news any better. The lesson applies today. 
A free society needs reliable information - the painftil along 
with the pleasant — if it is to face problems squarely and, in 
the interest of its own security, chart its course wisely.

“ I wrote that children should not be 
subjected to sex education until they are 
ready for it. For most children this is 
after they reach the age of 10 or older. 
If you notice, the schools here don’t 
start sex education until the fifth grade. 
“ I wrote that the moral aspect of 
sex should not be left out of sex educa­ 
tion. The schools here involve parents 
and ministers in their program. 
“ I wrote about specific responsibili­ 
ties of teachers in teaching sex educa­ 
tion, and in Lompoc these are handled 
by nurses with approval by principals 
and, supposedly, parents. School nurses 
say, however, that not many parents 
show up when invited to view the films 
and material before it is shown to the 
children.” 


(The “ Family Life Education” taught 
Lompoc 
students provides basic sex 
education 
material in conjunction with 
regular health course text. The length 
of the course each year, from the fifth 
grade through high school, depends on 
the needs of each age group. For exam­ 
ple fifth graders get only about two 
hours of sex education during a one or 
two week period. The complete course 
is geared to provide proper physical, 
emotional 
and social growth. The vari­ 
ous aspects of sex education are taught 
only to the age group physically and emo­ 
tionally ready to accept them, and only 
then with the consent of the parents).

NEW YORK — It hardly comes under 
the heading of social notes from all 
over and yet, in its significance, it rates 
little more than that. After spending 10 
days at the United Nations, AndreiGrom- 
yko has departed for home by way of a 
courtesy stop in Canada. 
Gloomy Grom, as he is sometimes 
known, could not have been more gen­ 
ial. At the exchange of dinners with 
Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers 
the humorous anec­ 
dotes flowed with the 
vodka and the cham­ 
pagne. And these hu­ 
morous little tales 
were occasionally at 
the 
expense of the 
rigidities andcontru- 
dictions in the So­ 
viet system. 
T h e impression 
grew that Gromyko had nothing on his 
mind or, at any rate, nothing he was 
ready to disclose. His arrival in New 
York with Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin had been largely anticipated 
in the belief that he was bringing word of 
the start of the long-delayed strategic 
arms limitation talks. In Moscow in July 
Gromyko in a speech to the Supreme 
Soviet had spoken hopefully of the early 
start of salt, looking to the limitation 
and reduction of both offensive and de­ 
fensive nuclear weapons. 
In New York he said merely that the 
answer would come soon and it would 
be favorable. Attempting to interpret 
this cryptic message, the analysts rushed 
to their Russian dictionaries to find the 
word Gromyko had used for soon. The 
time span in Russian of soon appears to 
be considerably more generous than that 
of the word in English. 
So the drift continues for an indeterm­ 
inate time and the spiral of the nuclear 
arms race thrusts relentlessly upward. 
United State« tests of the multiple in- 
dependenctly targeted re-entry vehicle, 
MIRV, are well into the second year. The 
Soviets are also believed to be conduct­ 
ing firing tects of their own MIRV. 
America’s 
Poseidon submarines are 
each getting additional missile« to an 
ultimate total of 160. The widely held 
view in Washington is that the Soviets 
are rapidly advancing on all nuclear 
fronts. 
Each advance make? it that much more 
difficult to arrive at a pause and stock­ 
taking. At the present rate the game of 
nuclear one-upmanship has no end. It 
is certain to take an increasing share of 
resource« 
desperately needed in both 
countires. The threatening shadow of an 
accident or the consequences of the fear 
of a 
rival first —strike capability 
grow ever darker. 
In November the Russians were eager 
for arms talks. The outgoing Johnson ad­ 
ministration was anxious to make at 
least a token start. The incoming Nix­ 
on team said no, since they wanted to 
make their own survey of the lay of 
the land. 
What has happened in the interval of 
nearly 
a year to cool the Soviet ap­ 
proach? 
Is it resentment of the long 
American delay from roughly mid-Nov­ 
ember to June? With Gromyko so un- 
forthcoming, guesswork is the only an­ 
swer. 
The best guecs is Moscow’s preoc­ 
cupation with China. This is of such 
obsessive concerns that the men in the 
Kremlin relegate everything else to sec­ 
ond place. Hints are beginning to come 
out that the meeting in Peking of Pre­ 
mier Alexei Kosygin and China’s Chou 
En-Lai will actually produce results. 
The«e 
hints from Moscow of possible 
talks on the Soviet - Chinese border 
dispute and a pull-back of border fore- 
ec from both sides have no substantia­ 
tion from Peking. Celebration of the 20th 
anniversary of China’s revolution with 
preliminary nuclear fireworks is front 
and center. 
The theory is that announcement of 
the date for forthcoming arms talks be­ 
tween the United States and the So­ 
viet Union would be seized on by Pe­ 
king as evidence of collusion between 
the two nuclear giants.

Another guess grows out of Gromyko’s 
attitude during his encounter with Rogers 
and the Rogers team at the U.N. When 
pressed on policy matters he seemed to 
lack authority. It was as though a di­ 
vided Kremlin had failed to give him 
clear marching orders. His one stress, 
after saying that the answer would be 
favorable and soon, was: don’t prod and, 
above all, don’t prod publicly. 
On the Middle East he was scarce­ 
ly more forthcoming.

For All the World

In Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
1,400 scientists from 70 coun­ 
tries met recently to plan 
ways to tackle nutritional 
p r o b l e m s throughout the 
world. The conference was 
held under auspices of the 
International Union of Nu­ 
tritional Sciences w h o s e 
president then was a highly 
honored American biochem­ 
ist, Charles Glen King of 
New York and member of 
Columbia University faculty. 
“ Yes, the conference was 
held during the first anni­ 
versary of the Soviet inva­ 
sion of Czechoslovakia. Yet 
we were amazed at the abil­ 
ity of U S S R . nutritionists 
to confer amiably with those 
from other countries—espe­ 
cially from Eastern Euro­ 
pean countries. The U.S.S.R. 
sent 50. East Germany 50, 
and there were 350 from 
Czechoslovakia. Among other 
countries and areas repre­ 
sented 
w e r e 
the 
United 
States, Canada, the U.K., 
Japan, West Germany. Latin 
America, 
France, 
Africa, 
South East Asia and Israel. 
“ The effects of malnutri­ 
tion on very young children 
was one of the most vital 
considerations. 
Gradually, 
scientists are getting proof 
oi the irreversible damage 
malnutrition can cause in 
early development 
perman­ 
ent brain damage to little 
children 
More 
and 
in ore 
proof comes in every day, 
evidence so clear it can no 
l o n ge r be doubted," Dr. 
King says. 
The importance of nutri­ 
tion education in gr a d e 
schools, colleges and medi­ 
cal courses was emphasized, 
also. Many countries have 
not developed programs to 
prevent 
growing-deficiency 
diseases w h i c h handicap 
their country’s health and 
economic progress. 
“ Scientists from e v e r y 
country agreed that over­ 
coming ignorance, prejudice 
; nd superstition and ingrown 
eating habits must be built 
on s p e.c i f i c knowledge of 
these habits rather than on 
preconceived ideas of what 
people 
should 
eat,” 
King 
states, adding: 
“ In Haiti and Santo Do­ 
mingo nutrition researchers 
have been trying to find out 
what the village concept of 
(ceding children is. Every 
mother wants her child to 
grow strong. Once we know 
why they give their children

certain foods, either from 
tradition, from poverty or 
superstition, we can build 
on that 
knowledge. 
Using 
the native food pattern, we 
can demonstrate to the local 
women how to improve it 
nutritionally by adding nutri­ 
ents. 


This method is used also 
in the Philippines and Latin 
America. It is part of the 
new 
emphasis 
on 
getting 
people with little education 
to build a desire for self-im­ 
provement under their own 
steam. It works in many 
cases.” 
The International Union of 
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Nutritional Sciences is one 
of the family of United Na­ 
tions 
nongovernmental 
or­ 
ganizations. Its next world 
conference will be in Mexico 
City in 1972. 
“ But 
between 
now 
and 
1972 my job is to keep all 
member groups advised on 
nutritional 
programs a n d 
plans of all the other groups. 
We have learned that scien­ 
tists from different cultures 
and ideologies can meet on 
the common ground of world 
health, for example, the al­ 
most universal incidence of 
mild or pernicious anemia. 
In developed countries it is 
due to lack of iron. In under­ 
developed countries, lack of 
protein and other nutrients 
is the cause But it is a basic 
problem shared by all mem­ 
ber groups of the interna­ 
tional 
union,” 
King 
con­ 
cludes.

wrapping for thin slices of 
round steak sprinkled with 
cracked pepper and delicate­ 
ly browned. 
Serve with a beef sauce or, 
if you prefer, a wine brandy 
sauce, asparagus or another 
green vegetable and fresh 
strawberries for dessert. 
A variation is to use the 
crepes and sauce with thin 
slices of leftover roast beef. 
Heat the crepes and roast 
beef in a slow oven only five 
minutes or so. This is a left­ 
over dish that no one can 
fault.

Sales of Luxury 
Foods Boomingj

N EA Food and Nutrition Columnist 
The recent 15th annual Fancy Food and Confection Show 
at New York’s Coliseum indicates that a larger section ot 
the American public is willing to pay more for luxury 
toods. FTom Iranian caviar to wild rice tea cakes, the dis­ 
play of tine items was the largest on record. The attend­ 
ance of buyers was the highest ever. 


Why would the public spend so many of their inflated 
dollars at this time for Scottish heather honey and im ­ 
ported English biscuits or for “Pesto alia Genovese , a 
green basil sauce from Italy, blended with ground pine 
nuts and Parmesan cheese? Or for special sesame seed 
products from Israel and fine fruit preserves from Ireland, 
England and Scotland? 


Edward T. Sajous, executive director of the National 
Association for the Specialty Food Trade, says: 


“Elveryone seems to be traveling all over the world. 
There is no corner of the earth where you cannot find the 
.American tourist. And they all eat. When they return 
home, they want to serve some foreign foods they en­ 
joyed.” 


Chinese and Japanese dishes are increasingly popular, 
Sajous points out. 


“Importers of such Chinese items are dried squid, dried 
seaweed and sharkfiri soup report increased sales. Chinese 
hot mustard is a big item. The Japan Trade Center had 
great success with quality instant noodle dishes, pickled 
squid and Mandarin oranges,” he reports. 


Writers of foreign cookbooks have helped create interest. 
So have the flood of columns on foreign dishes by news­ 
papers and magazine food editors. Television and radio 
broadcasters often play up the delights of exotic dishes, too. 


There were 154 exhibitors at the show who presented 872 
lines of food, including pure Bohemian forest honey, old- 
fashioned rock candy and E'amous Billy Tea, popular with 
Australian bushrangers. E'oreign pavilions included those 
ot .Australia, Austria, Belgium, E'rance, Germany, India, 
Israel. Britain. The Netherlands, New Zealand and Japan 
and American producers. 


“The question of what makes an item a specialty food 
had to be settled. Caviar, pates, snails, truffles are all 
gourmet foods and not the usual supermarket items. Price, 
had to be considered. Specialty foods arc more expensive. 
Many, but not all. are imported. America makes many fine 
specialty products. E'ven high-grade candies are classified 
as specialty foods.” 


Asked to explain the increase in use of these more ex­ 
pensive. high-quality foods when most people are protest­ 
ing against rising food costs. Sajous replies: 


“ V’ou cannot overlook the fact that we have a more 
vouthful ))opulation. Those 24 to 28 seem to have lots of 
money to spend the way they decide, not the way they 
were raised to spend it. They are in revolt against the 
‘good old days’. They are not afraid to seek better things, 
new and more interesting ways of eating. Most of them 
have traveled. So I would say that affluent and more 
sophisticated youth is a large factor in the increased sales 
of finer and more luxurious foods.”
